doing to care for the needy. 
'The attendance of 21 included 
other churches, businesses, 
Didsbury Neighborhood Place 
and town council. 

A further meeting in late 
February will discuss sharing 
and coordinating the load. 

On Jan. 26, town council 
directed its administration to 
give it a report on “provid¬ 
ing increased access to servi¬ 
ces for community members 
requiring additional assistance 
during the economic down¬ 
turn,” a notice of motion by 
Deputy Mayor Joyce McCoy 
said. 

“We think about the long¬ 
term," said Morgan. “We 
would like to get families out 
of the ongoing cycle of need. 
I don't think we are doing a 
good job of that yet. 

“We aren’t, because so many 
people are coming our way 
.and they till need immediate 
help," he said. 

“First we have to acknow¬ 
ledge there is a problem and 
I’m not sure our tow r n is quite 
ready to do that yet," said 
Morgan. 


“That’s a huge part of who 
we are as a Christian com¬ 
munity. 

“The people who come to 
us are in a bad way," said Juan 
Manigault, a Zion church staff 
member brought on to help 
with the program. “They are 
about to be evicted or have a 
utility cut off. 

“We always have two 
people involved. We help 
them address the immediate 
need. We listen and then talk 
about budgeting and how to 
manage their resources,” said 
Manigault. 

Morgan said the church does 
a viiriety of caregiving. 

“Sometimes it’s money, 
sometimes it’s help with mov¬ 
ing or other things that people 
can’t manage on their own." 

“We can’t sustain this level 
of care and we have more of 
our own to care for,” he said. 

If people have lost a job 
and are in this position for 
the first time, they often do 
not know what help is avail¬ 
able, or how to access it. For 
instance, they do not know 
how to go to the food bank

As Alberta s economic 
situation worsened in 2015, 
Didsbury’s Zion Evangelical 
Missionary Church faced a 
tripling of demand for its com¬ 
passionate ministry and dis¬ 
bursed $30,000. 

The church had 70 requests 
from 41 family units without 
employment or income who 
turned to the church. The 
Town of Didsbury or agen¬ 
cies such as the RCMP, other 
churches and Alberta Health 
referred some of these people. 

“That is more than one a 
week. We were overwhelmed 
both in terms of giving out 
resources and how we meet 
with each of those families 
and try to figure out how we 
can best serve them and help 
them," said Senior Pastor 
Mike Morgan in an interview 
Jan 26. 

“Even to have the manpower 
to meet with that many people 
is overwhelming." he said. 

“We are the place of last 
resort for people in the town.

In front of the cameras film- 
in)? scenes of the SyFy thriller 
Wynonna Earp in Didsbury, 
there were about 20 actors and 
some extras. 

What got the filming done 
each day, however, were 
the 90 to 100 crew members 
ranging from director Paolo 
Barzman and the camera, 
sound and lighting people to 
the hairdressers, makeup art¬ 
ists, grips, drivers, caterers 
and location assistants who 
kept vehicles and pedestrians 
out of camera range and quiet 
during filming. 

The crew' worked in three 
places through the film 
day: around the street loca¬ 
tion where filming the next 
scene w;is to take place, in 
the mobile workshops for the 
lighting, sound, camera and 
other equipment parked on 
20th Avenue ;uid 20th Street, 
and in the “circus" - the mobile 
dressing rooms, makeup stu¬ 
dios and offices parked north 
of the Memorial Centre. 

In the final filming for the 
first season on Jan. 28 and 29, 
there was a crowd of actors 
for a mob scene that were wat¬ 
ered and fed in the Elks Hall 
where the cast and crew also 
took meal breaks. 

Didsbury is a seven- to 
10-minute drive north of the 
limit - an hour’s drive from 
Calgary- that film produ¬ 
cers prefer when working in 
Alberta. 


In spite of the extra cost, 
Didsbury has the look that 
the producers wanted for the 
outdoor scenes in Purgatory, 
the western town in which 
Wynonna Earp, the series’ cen¬ 
tral character, confronts evil. 

Perhaps it was the period 
facades of the buildings along 
20th Street that gave the town 
the sense of nostalgia that 
the location scouts saw right 
away. 

Perhaps it was the sniall- 
tow'n patience and understmul¬ 
ing that the film crew got from 
businesses, pedestrians and 
motorists who accommodated 
eight days of minor disrup¬ 
tions when the cameras rolled. 

Perhaps it was the solid 
reputation Didsbury gained in 
the filming of part of mi epi¬ 
sode of Fargo. 

The angled parking, the 
absence of traffic lights, the 
old railw'ay station, the grain 
elevator on the south end of 
town mid the backdrop of the 
mountains all contribute to the 
look of a “classic small town 
under the wide Alberta sky 
where anything cmi happen," 
as the series art director Ingrid 
Jurek describes it. 

Perhaps it was all of those 
visual elements that attracted 
the producers to Didsbury. In 
filmmaking if looks are not 
everything, all the other ele¬ 
ments are a distant second. 

Melanie Neige Scrofano - 
Wynonna - a Canadian tele¬ 
vision mid film actress from 
Ottawa, and a cast that varied 
through four episodes, turned 


Didsbury into the chrome 
western town with, through 
the camera lens, the kind of 
edginess that you wmit for a 
battle between good mid evil. 

On four occasions from 
September to February and 
for 16 days including setup 
mid takedown, Didsbury was 
Wynonna’s town. 

The sound stage for the ser¬ 
ies is in Calgary, in a ware¬ 
house on Blackfoot Trail S.E. 
The exterior of Shorty’s bar 
was built at the entrmice of the 
Ulla-la Boutique. The interior 
was on the sound stage. 


“It’s a bar of sawdust mid 
beer, a large old bar with a 
copper top, a wall of Wyatt 
Earp memorabilia for visiting 
tourists, a jukebox and slot 
machines, neon lights,” said 
Jurek. 

The crew was, with a 
few exceptions, Albertans. 
According to the Calgary 
Economic Authority, the 
champion of movie and tele¬ 
vision filming in southern 
Alberta, there are 3,000 people 
who make their living in film. 

Calgary has the advantage 
over Edmonton because it 


has more infrastructure that 
its northern rival. The Calgary 
Film Centre that is slated to 
open later this year has 50,000 
square feet of sound stages 
and 20,000 square feet of ware¬ 
house, workshops mid office 
space. 

More than 4,000 students 
graduate from creative and 
film industry post-secondary 
programs each year in the 
province mid there are more 
than 4,0(K) creative and film 
industry businesses in south¬ 
ern Alberta according to 
Statistics Canada.

People love to go skating 


Somewhere each working day one, usually two, 
of the professional movie and television film crews 
is on the road in southern Alberta, making a fea¬ 
ture film or television episode. 

Upwards of 3,000 people now make their living 
in Alberta’s prospering film industry and the infra¬ 
structure includes the complete array from sound 
stages to caravans of mobile dressing rooms, 
makeup suites and workshops. 

Alberta is no longer the Hollywood North of the 
mid-20th century when American films used the 
Canadian Rockies as sets for outdoor adventures 
and romances. Nelson Eddie, Marilyn Munroe ;md 
John Wayne came and went. 

Toronto and Vancouver are no longer the only 
cities in the league. 

Film and television are now a creative industry 
that stands on its own two feet and no longer 
depends for its attractiveness on the currency dif¬ 
ferential between the Canadian and U.S. dollars. 

Producers make their budgets and unions set 
their rates on a zone that is within an hour's drive 
from downtown Calgary. 

Although Didsbury is seven minutes outside 
the zone, the town has now attracted filming for 
two television series, Fargo and Wynonna Earp, 
because the producers were willing to pay extra 
money to get the benefits of working here. 

Wynonna came in September and left Jan. 29 
after four filming sessions. 

There were economic benefits for Didsbury 
from the payments producers made to the Town 
of Didsbury for staff time and businesses for use 
of their premises. The film company put a bit 
of money toward the chamber of commerce’s 
Country Christmas expenses. 

Parents of children who are away at college and 
university preparing for a career in the creative 
industries sent dozens of Didsbury Review editions 
with Wynonna stories to their kids. 

Without overstating the modest economic con¬ 
tribution of the Wynonna Earp filming, it has given 
the town and its business some understanding of a 
new business in tough times. 

So there are hopes that Wynonna Earp is a com¬ 
mercial success in its first season and in a second 
season, comes back to Didsbury. 

Wynonna we hardly got to know you and hope 
you come back so we can spend more time with 
you. 

But the film business is a tough business. 

Although Didsbury is now on the radar screen of 
Calgary’s growing creative industry, the town can’t 
take its good fortune for granted. 

There is a tangled web of economic develop¬ 
ment responsibilities without clear relationships, 
especially the relationships between the Town of 
Didsbury and the chamber of commerce. 

Cnide oil and bitumen prices, new interprovin¬ 
cial pipeline capacity and even the price of 2016 
crops are not going to become silver bullets that 
solve loss of jobs and incomes and reduced hours 
for wage jobs that are becoming more critical with 
each passing month. 

The Didsbury economy needs many small 
improvements. Tourism has the potential for 
incremental gains. Another possible area is infra¬ 
structure development. Value-added projects for 
agriculture have potential. And more film and 
creative revenues and jobs could make the year 
ahead easier. 

Who will step up to provide the leadership so 
that Didsbury capitalizes on the possibilities?
